They maintained that the supply of 
such an essential article as bread 
should not be solely in the hands 
of English millers. Their second ground for 
support of the application was that the Irish 
mills were wees ó ó of giving more employ 
ment. Only two out of the four mills in 
Cork were now working, and then only short- 
time. Only one quarter of their membership 
of 400 flour mill workers were in employ- 
ment, and, at the same time, in the year 1926 
the imports of flour into the Port of Cork 
amounted to 16,078 tons, valued at about 
£5,000 ,000. 

If there continued to be a market for so 
much imported flour the Irish mills must de- 
cline, and, with them, the means of livelihood 
of the workers, for whom he spoke. Increased 
milling would also give employment to 
dockers and carters. 

His section of the Union cireularised the 
bakers in Cork to try to find out what was 
the reason for their failure to support the 
Irish flour mulling industry. Among the 
replies was one from Mr, Thomas J. Curran.

MASTER BAKER'S EXPERIENCE. 
Mr. John Conlan, master baker, Bally- 
shannon, in his evidence, complained that 
unique competition from Northern Ireland 
prevailed during the period in which his 
bakery was operating, and extended to as far 
as 30 per cent., as against the usual trade 
discount of 24 per cent. This discount had 
the effect of putting the local bakers out of 
trade. His bakery ceased in 1919, and he 
was obliged to discharge his 84 employés. 
The bread factories of Northern Ireland also 
had the advantage of preferential railway 
rates. They were granted a flat rate from 
Belfast and elsewhere to different points in 
the Free Siate. He believed that no less 
than ten counties of the Irish free State were 
still affected by undue competition from 
bakers in Northern Ireland. He believed that 
in recent years from 260 to 300 workers in 
the Free State had been disémployed in con- 
sequence of the importation of bread from 
Northern Ireland, involving a loss in wages 
of from £40,000 to £45,000 per annum. The 
extent of witness’s bakery trade attracted the 
attention of the Northern bakers to such an 
extent that they concentrated on him chiefly 
in the manner in which they allowed discount. 
The full price was charged to the distributor, 
stodical settlements taking place when to his 
rnowledge his customers were allowed by the 
Northern bakers discount up to W per cent. 
This allowance was not passed on to the 
consumer, and the retailers continued to 
charge the full price sanctioned by the British 
Ministry of Food.

Practical farmers maintained that there was 
no better crop to follow beet in rotation than 
wheat. Coming to the question of prices, he 
maintained that, as far as the inland mills 
were concerned, it woul@ not be necessary 
for them to increase the price of flour ,by 
ls. Od. per sack, the round figure which it 
was decided would be necessary. If the price 
of offals did not fall it would not be necessary 
for inland mills to charge more than Ls. ód. 
MILLERS AND HOME-GROWN WHEAT. 

Mr. C. C,. Mercier put in further answers 
to a number of questionnaires submitted to 
the Association at the last sitting of the 
Commission. There was, he said, no reason 
why wheat should not be grown in Ireland 
to compare favourabl: with English-grown 
wheat. From the miNing point of view there 
was no limit to the percentage of Free State- 
grown wheat that could be used for blend- 
ing, provided the quality was up to the 
required standard. In the present conditions 
about 10 per cent, would be about as much 
as they would care to use for the purpose, 
but he would emphasise publicly that there 
was no reluctance on the part of millers in 
the Free State to use home-grown wheat. 
On the contrary, there were many reasons 
why the millers should encourage farmers to 
grow more of it, There were already signs 
of an improvement in the quality of Irish 
wheat, due to the activities of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Subject to further im- 
provement, and with the proper selection of 
seed, there was no limit to the percentage of 
home-grown wheat that could be used for the 
production of flour. Millers could not finance 


or safely store the entire wheat grown in the | 
country if it were offered in the usual way | 
sug- | 


immediately after the harvest. Their 
gestion’ was that the’ Government should 
come forward with a scheme for financing 
the crop, to be kept unthreshed in stacks 
until required. 

Mr. Mercier then dealt with the question 
of the relative value of home-grown wheat 
to offals, and pointed out that last year's 
increased demand for offals was the result of 


the Department 's advice as to their value for | 


stock-raising. So far a proper proportion of 
offals did not come into the country along 


with the imported flour, and what did come | 


could not be guaranteed as to quality, be- 
cause it had passed through the hands of 
middlemen mixers. It would be in the best 


interests of the farmer. apart from tha more | 


economic price for his wheat, if he had avail- 
able plenty of cheap, genuine home-milled 
offals. This season the Irish farmers 
offered a higher price for their wheat than 
that prevailing in England, and in many 
cases they refused it, and used the grain for 
stock feeding. The Association had put in 
figures showing a very substantial decrease 
in the quantity of flour milling offals avail:- 
able in recent years. There would be no 
such deficit .. the Irish mills were in a posi- 
tion to work. It would be in the interests 
of Irish millers to pay a little more for Irish 
than for imported wheat. The more the 
Association considered it the more induce- 
ments they saw to encourage in every ‘pos- 
gib.; way the production of home-grown 
wheat 

In reply to Dr, Hinchcliff, he stated that 
this year there was an increase of 34,000 
acres of wheat grown. In September last 
he, himself, had offers of 30s. a barrel re- 
fused by growers, 

OPPOSITION EVIDENCE REVIEWED. 

Mr. Evan Shackleton gave reasons for the 
considered belief of the Association that if a 
tarifi were granted the Irish mills would be 
able to meet any sudden or prolonged emer- 
gency threatening the food supply of the 
country. He also set out the other Irish 
industres—jute and twine manufacture, the 
stationery and printing business—which would 
benefit by a development of the milling. 

Mr. Goodbody .concluded the case for the 
Association by reviewing the evidence put 
forward in opposition. He said that the 
master bakers stated; ‘‘The flour made in 
Ireland, other than that manufactured by the 
miller-bakers, is mainly intended for domesti 
use, and very few millers cater specially for 
bakers’ requirements. Soarstat bakers have, 
therefore, to secure supplies in the best 
markets available,” We, he went ou, empha- 
tically deny this Practically all Saorstat 
mills make and sell flour for bakers’ use in 
addition to household flourg the mills being 
suitably equipped to produce either. Probably 
one-third of the flour made by Saorstat mills 
is specially for bakers’ use. With regard to 
the Port Mill, in which Mr. Kennedy is in- 
terested, it has so far paid no dividend and 
has only run part time. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Kennedy, who is largely interested in it, finds 
it more profitable to place the orders for the 
major portion of his flour outside An 
Saorstat. 

With regard to the evidence of the South 
of Ireland Flour Importers’ Association, we 
think it a correct assumption that the leaders 
are merely tied representatives selling on 
conimission for certain English combines, who 
themselves have only given evidence in 
camera. The South of Ireland importers, in 
their evidence, assume that the whole of the 
flour sold in Saorstat Eireann is consumed in 
the form of bakers’ bread, whereas it is, in 
fact, used to a much greater extent as shop 
flour for home baking. 


SUGGESTED POSSIBLE INCREASE. 

We wish again to refer to the estimate as 
to the possible increase of 1s. 9d. in the price 
of tlour. This was regarded as @ maximum 
increase based on the accumulation of various 
accounts supplied by millers. Later and 
more accurate information as to costs 
has confirmed the view that ls. 9d. is ex- 
cessive, particularly when the extravagances 
due to overlapping are eliminated. It should 
be pointed out that in the previous figures 
the loss through overlapping was overlooked, 
and that no account was taken of the effect 
on costs resulting from further capacity which 
could be added to that at present existing. 
It will be remembered that fhe suggested 
oossible increase in the price of flour provides 
tok a reduction in the price of offal of £1 
per ton. and that, accordingly, any increase 
aid for flour is not lost to the country, but 
is returned to the farmers in the re- 
duced price of offal. As an illustration, 
and even taking the Ils. 9d. as the 
basis, we submit that a farmer house- 
hold of six persons consuming the average 
quantity—say, six sacks of flour per annum 
(the quantity shown by aakisticn= ey incur 
an additional total cost of 10s. 6d. per annum 
against a saving of at least £2 on offal, as- 
suming the farmer purchases only two tons 
of offal annually. 

We are quite certain that the Commission 
are satisfied that offals would be very much 
more costly if the milling industry were wiped 
out in Saorstat Eireann and the supply had 
to be imported. We hope that we have 

roved to the Commission the increased 
abour expenditure (exceeding £100,000 per 
annum) following greater production of flour 
within the country, and that the importers’ 
evidence is misleading in this respect. It is 
to be observed that one result of this further 
expenditure of tees 4 would be that the 
Treasury would save £40,000 in unemployment 
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In the évent of our apblitaláion béing

The Commission will, no doubt, form their 
own opinion as to the effect of the tariff on 
the gs im national trading balance. The 
South of Ireland Flour Importers’ Association 
admit that it is £116,000 per annum, but 
regard this sum as unimportant. The Irish: 
flour millers take the opposite view as to 
its importance, and have shown that a much 
greater sum is involved, probably largely in 
excess of a quarter of a. million pounds 
sterling. This amount can be greatly ex- 
we by the increase in the growth of 

ome-grown wheat, which increase is con- 
tingent on the preservation of the milling 
industry in An Saorstat. 

AVAILABLE FLOUR. 

As to the quantity of flour available in the 
event of emergency, we hesitate to accept 
the flour importers’ statement that they hold 
from one to two months supply. It cannot 
be denied that the flour importers’ stock 
of flour in Sacrstat Eireann at the time of 
the general strike in May, 1926, did not 
exceed 30,000 sacks on spot ang on passage. 
The quantity on passage may be eliminated, as 
the stock on spot is the only quantity which 
can be relied upon. This quantity represented 
-not more than four days’ consamption of the 
whole of the Saorstat Eireann. On the other 
hand, the home flour milling industry had an 
available potential supply of flour in this 
country on that date equal to twenty-seven 
days’ consumption, in addition to stocks of 
unmanufacturad grain, actually held by the 
grain merchants. The importance of this 
national reserve will be obvious. 

Mr. David Barry's evidence was such as 
to indicate that he is in control of the cross- 
Channel freight rates. It is difficult to re- 
concile this with his admission that for two 
ivears the export of cattle has been carried 
on quite uneconomically by some of the com- 
panies he represented. Surely, if it had 
been possible, this uneconomical basis would 
have becn obviated, and we suggest that rates 
on both cattle and other agricultural produce 
are governed independently by general com- 
petition, and not controlled by the group of 
shipping companies which Mr. Barry repre- 
sents. We think Mr. Barry completely lost 
sight of a number of important factors which 
would result from the application of a tariff, 
in particular the followmg:—(1) A tariff on 
any commodity should result in the stimala 
tion of the industry 
the country, and, accordingly, cross-Channe! 


(2) Additional supply of offal at low prices 
will tend to increase the animal population, 
and, accordingly, increase the shipments cf 
animals and animal products.

REPLY TO A GRITICISM.

NEED OF GRADING FRUIT, 


PORTADOWN BUSINESS MEN 
TAKE ACTION.. 

At the quarterly meeting of the Portadown 
Chamber of Commerce, replying to a com- 
munication from the Chamber urging the in- 
troduction of legislation to make compulsory 
the proper grading and packing of fmit, the 
Northern Ministry of Agriculture wrote sfat- 
ing that they recognised the importance of 
the. fruit-growing industry and were at pre- 
sent giving attention to its needs, 

Mr. J. Davison, J.P., said that a man told 
him that he would not bring graded fruit to 
Portadown, because he would just get the 
same price as people whose fruit were not 
graded. ‘It is the bringing of rubbish into 
our market,’’ declared Mr, Davison, ‘that is 
ruining it and making it a by-word.’ He 
added that buyers would attend the market 
if they could depend on getting properly 
graded apples. 

A committee was appointed to confer with 
representatives of the Fruit Growers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Urban Council with a wew ef 
appointing a deputation to interyiew the 
Northern Cabinet wm regard to the matter. 

LAND REGISTRATION. 

The Chamber decided to ask the  ssoctated 
Chambers to press for the introduction im the 
Northern Suliman of a Land Registration 
Biil on similar lines to the Act of 1925, which 
applies to England and Wales. 

lt was explained that a measure of this 
kind would greatly simplify the transfer of 
land and house property, and considerably re- 
duce the cost.

LIBRARY LECTURES IN 
COUNTY DUBLIN. 


RAE Sle 
THE PROTECTION OF IRISH 
WILD BIRDS. 


An interesting lecture on “ Wild Birds and 
their Habits’’ was delivered by the Very 
tev. T. W. O'’Ryan, P.P., Rollestown, Co. 
Dublin, in the Carnegie Library, Shankill, 
Co. Dublin, under the auspices of the County 
Library Scheme of the Library Committee of 
the Dublin County Council, The lecture was 
illustrated with a large number of lantern 
slides. Having dealt with the various species 
of Irish and foreign birds, the lecturer made 
an appeal to the boys and girls to do all they 
could for the protection of wild birds. A 
collector might take one egg from a nest, but 
no boy, however keen on collecting, should 
take more than one egg. 

The Very Rev. Dr. Good, D.D., Rector, 
Shankill, who presided, proposed a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, and joined in his plea 
for the protection of our Irish wild birds. 
The Rev. Father Redmond, C.C., Bally- 
brack, seconded the vote of thanks, which 
was passed with applause. 

AN EARLY DANISH SETTLEMENT. 
Mr. Frank Stephens, B.A., T.C.D., gave a 
most interesting lecture on the “ History of 
Garristown and District’’ in the Village Hall, 
Garristown, Co. Dublin, under the County 
Council’s scheme of library lectures.

Stephens recalled that the country around 
Garristown formed one of the earliest settle- 
ments of the Danes in Ireland. That district 
became known as the ‘ country of the fair- 
haired strangers,’’ or Fingall as opposed to 
Dubgaill, which they now found recorded in 
Baldoyle or Baile-Dub-Gaill, the townland of 
the ‘‘ black-haired strangers.”’

BELFAST, Tuesday. 

The difficulties which are developing be 
tween the United Education Committee of the 
Protestant Churches and the Education Com- 
mittees in Northern Ireland, particularly the 
selfast Committee, were referred to by the 
fev. James Quinn, B.A., one of the honorary 
secretaries of the United Committee, at a 
meeting in Belfast to-day. 

He said that the Belfast Education 
(uthority, as at present constituted, was not 
a body that inspired them with confidence 
They were not enamoured with what they had 
seen of their doings in their own particular 


district. That the Education Authority had 
already accomplished much that was good 
they freely admitted, and neither he nor any- 
body else with an interest in education—well 
knowing the terrible need that existed, and 
in a measure still exists, for proper school 
buildings, and the benefits of medical inspec- 
tion of school children, and much else that 
was made possible under the Education Act— 
would wish to detract from thé importance of 
what their borough education authority had 
done. It would be strange. indeed, if with 
the spending of over £100,000 annually of the 
ratepayers’ money on schools and officials, not 
to speak of the enormous sums from a large 
loan for buildings, there. were not very sub 
stantial benefits in return 
THE NEED FOR INQUIRY. 

Sut when all that had been said, and 
gladly sail, he was convinced that there was 
urgent need for the most stringent, impartial 
inquiry into the administration of the Act 
It seemed to him, and to others who had 
heen carefully vatching these past few years, 
that unless drastic steps were taken, and 
without delay, to remodel the scheme olf 
administration. then the Eduation Act 
of 1923. of which so much had 
been hoped, instead of proving a great 
boon would in the long run prove the 
greatest misfortune that had ever befallen 
the community. Let them make no mistake. 
the whole of our great educational reform 
was in the gravest jeopardy from local ad 
ministrators. There was nothing in the 
Education Act to make it necessary to have 
fifteen out of twenty-one of the Committee 
members of the Corporation. 

Would the people of that great city believe 
that the Protestant Churches, who had been 
responsible for any public elementary educa- 
tion that had been given to the Protestant 
children up till 1923, and had generations of 
experience and wisdom in their possession, 
and who had handed over hundred of 
thousands of pounds worth of school property 
to the education authority, had not got one 
solitary representative on the Belfast Educa- 
tion Committee.

BELFAST EDUCATION 
ESTIMATES. 
Ren ene 
FINDING ACCOMMODATION 
FOR 48,000 CHILDREN. 


\iderman James A. Duff, Chairman of the 
Relfast Education Committee, submitted the 
education estimates at a special meeting of 
the Belfast Corporation. The Lord Mayor 
presided. ‘ 

He said that an analysis of the. estimates 
and notes submitted would provide a weapon 
to slay the spectre of an education rate com 
parable even with the lowest in England and 
Scotland. In round figures, there were 48,000 
Protestant pupils and 15,470 Roman Catholic 
pupils. They must frankly acmit that the 
loman Catholic community, so far as could 
be seen, would keep théir schools ‘‘voluntary,’’ 
as defined by the Act. Modern school places 
must be provided for 48,000 children. 

The schedule submitted with this year's 
estimates covered 6.000 places in new achools, 
half of them being actually on hand within 
the current vear. pin; 7,500 reconditioned 
places, making a total of 14,250 under way. 
They must expect to build for 42,250 places

With regard to the second half of their 
problem, the 15,470 Roman Catholic pupils 
remaining as voluntary schools, they could 
ungrudgingly admit that the Roman Catholic 
Church was not shirking its responsibility. 
A fair proportion of their schools were 
thoroughly satisfactory according to modern 
conceptions. 


THE HIGH SHERIFF. 

The High Sheriff (Councillor 8S. D. Cheyne, 
J.P.), in seconding, said that since the edu- 
cation authority commenced functioning 98 
contracts had been entered in connection with 
the building and equipment of schools. 

Councillor M‘Bride hoped that attention 
would be paid to the matter of providing 
Union Jacks in all the schools. At the last 
Armistice Day they had a flag -pole at the 
Templemore Avenue School but no flag. 

Alderman, Byrne (Nationalist) congratulated 
the Chairman and the Committee on their 
report. No community had been presented 
with greater difficulties with regard to school 
provision for its children than had Belfast, 
and it must be a great consolation to the 
citizens generally that so much provision had 
been made in so short a time. He hoped 
that there would be, an amending bill to 
enable the Roman Catholics to take full ad- 
vantage of the concessions in connectéon with 
the schools, as the Roman Catholics had to 
pav the rates the same as others. 

The estimates were adopted unanimously.

“ Professional Registration” was the 
title of a paper read last night at the Irish 
Branch. of the Surveyors’ Institatsion, 110 
Gjrafton street, Dubijin, by Mr. J. H. Webb, 
F.H.I.A.1. President of the Roval Institute 
of Architects. He said that he hoped to pre- 
voke a discussion with a view to elucidating 
difficulties, and, perhaps, remoying obstacles 
and exploring avenues that might lead to a 
more satisfactory scheme of things than 
existed at present. 

He thought that it would he allowed by 
all reasonable men that it was necessary and 
desirable to protect the public from the 
operations of incompetent and _ ill-trained 
practitioners in callings which affected the 
well-being of the community, and also that it 
Was necessary to protect duly qualified men 
from unfair competition with unqualified 
competitors. 

Attempts had been made to induce the 
Britash Parliament to pass Registration Bulls 
for architects and engineers,. but, so far, 
without success. The latest bill promoted by 
the R.1. BLA obtained its second reading, 
but in a diluted form, was talked out in 
Committee. in those bills the main provision 
was that no one, unless his name was on the 
register, should call himself an architect or 
an engineer, as the case might be. 

lt would be necessary in framing legisla- 
tion to throw the net very wide. so as not 
to exclude anyone uniairly or to interfere 
with vested interests. The Roval Institute 
of Architects of Ireland had stated that the 
provisions of the English bill seemed to com- 
piv with the requirements of the case in 
Ireland, so far as its members were con- 
cerned, and that it was ready to proceed with 
the promotion of a bill in the Oireachtas 
similar to the . Royal Institute of British 
Architects (1927) Bill, provided always that 
it could do so with the co-operation of other 
bodies and in pertect harmony with them.

COST OF OUTDOOR RELIEF TO | 
THE. RATEPAYERS. 
Replying to remarks made at a recent 
meeting of the Donegal County Council, 
alleging extravagance in ‘the expenditure of 
the County Home, the Chairman of the 
Board of Health (Mr. Edward Gallen), at a 
meeting of the Board vesterday, said that in 
three years the cost of the upkeep of the 
County Home had fallen by £1,500 pe 
annum. The only item that was increas- 
ing was expenditure on home assistance, 
which had now reached a rate of £10,000 
per annum, or more than “double the amount 
paid a few years ago, and there did not 
appear to be any prospect of a reduction 
under this head. On the contrary, a con- 
tinuous increase for some time further was 

almost certain. 

Mr. Manas A. McCreadie said that he had 
been associated with the sub-committee re- 
sponsible for outdoor relief since the incep- 
tion of the Board, and God knew that taey 
would need to be very adamant to turn a 
deaf ear to appeals for relief that came be 
fore them. The institution was carefully 
and economically managed; the cost of 
running the County Home was 24d. in the 

less than the outdoor relief.

By their agreement to hold a joint 
conference, with a view to the promotion 
of industrial peace in Britain, Capital 
and Labour have made a welcome 
Christmas gift to the British people. The 
initiative was taken by a group of em- 
ployers, headed by Sir Alfred Mond, who 
wrote a letter to the General Council of 
the Trade Union Congress, suggesting that 
a joint meeting should be held. The 
letter was signed by a number of em- 
ployers,. representing between them no 
fewer than 159 public limited companies 
and some £1,000,000,000 worth of capital. 
It pointed out to the workers that 
the restoration of Britain’s industrial 
prosperity, with a consequent improve- 
ment in the standard of living, could be 
achieved only through the combined effort 
of masters and men. Towards that end 
Sir Alfred Mond and his associates invited 
Labour to send representatives to a con- 
ference at which there would be a “ free, 
frank and open discussion’’ of the mani- 
fold problems that beset the path of 
British industry to-day. The General 
Council of the Trade Union 
considered the invitation at a meeting 
which lasted for four hours in London 
yesterday, and finally announced that it 
had decided to accept the offer “without 
prejudice.”

Tar and Trout. 


The improvements of roads, like all radi- 
cal changes, is producing unforeseen effects 
in strange quarters.. Many anglers have 
expressed the fear that the increasing use 
of tar would injure the fisheries by caus- 
poison te be 


ing noxious quantities of 
research 


drained into the rivers. The 
station of the British Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries at Alresford has carried 
out experiments in the toxic effects of tar 
on trout, the results of which, as described 
by the Scientific Correspondent of The 
Times, in the main are reassuring. 
Investigation has found, in the first place, 
that the new roads have an important 
mechanical effect on the rivers. Water- 
areas, cambered surfaces and 
cause the rainfall to be 
drained rapidly away. Instead of slowly 
seeping to the rivers, the superfluous 
water rushes down in sudden spate. The 
flood carries with it whatsoever can be re- 
moved from the road surface. Happily the 
dust from asphalt and granite chippings 
is virtually insoluble, and accordingly it 
hes no injurious effect on fishes. Lubricat- 
ing oil from motor vehicles and wastage of 
rubber tyres also are inconsiderable. On 
the other hand, tar used on the roads con- 
soluble poisons as phenol, 

xylenols, pyridine and 

These reach the rivers in 
substantial quantities. Experiment shows 
that the first effect on trout is one of 
violent excitation, apparently deriving 
from an impulse to get out of the danger 
into more wholesome water.

Yesterday, for the first timein ten years, 
Dublin experienced a fairly heavy snowfall 

| which lasted for nearly five hours. 

Shortiy after 8 a.m. the snow began to 
fall, at first lightly and then heavily. It 
was accompanied by a cutting south- 
easterly wind, and in a comparatively 
| short time had covered the city with a 
| Mmantie of white. 

Snow continued to fall until shortly 
after one o’clock in the afternoon, when 
it changed to hail, veered back again for 
a short period to the snow and then 
Í changed for a while to rain, after. which 
the thaw in. About three inches of 
snow fell in Dublin. 

The constant “ hold-ups’’ occasioned as 
a horse slipped on the greasy surfaces of 
the roads were taken in good spirit, even 
when a great dray toppled over on 
O’Connell Bridge and dumped.its lead of 
hay in the middle of the bridge. For over 
half an hour the traffic was held up, while 
several motorists assisted to remove the 
hay from the roadway.

HORSES IN DIFFICULTIES. 


The horse-drawn vehicles came in for a

LONDON, Tuesday. 

Lord Birkenhead has surprised everyone 
by his attack on the House ot Commons 
for rejecting the revised Prayer-book. The 
freedom which he allows himself in regard 
to Ministerial colleagues who opposed the 
measure is startling. More serious, how- 
ever, is thought to be his counsel to clergy- 
men to use the revised book if they wish 
to do so. 

Lord Birkenhead’s letter, it is thought, 
will not tend to improve the harmony of 
the Cabinet. Sir William Joynson-Hicks 
characterises it as “devoid of real appre- 
ciation of the religious basis of the 
controversy ” ; and another Minister, who 
took part in the debate, called it “an in- 
sult to the House of Commons.”’

HOME SECRETARY'S REPLY 
TO LORD BIRKENHEAD. 


Sir William Joynson-Hicks made a brief 
reply yesterday to. references to himself in 
a letter by Lord Birkenhead on the rejec- 
tion of the revised Prayer-book by the 
House of Commons, which appeared in The 
Times. 

In the letter Lord Birkenhead. said: 
'“ England, in fact, is as unlikely to re- 
nounce the fundamental -doctrines of 
Protestantism as the College of Cardinals 
is to elect Sir William Joynson-Hicks to 
be the next Pope.”’ 

Lord Birkenhead also said that for the 
first time since he left the House of 
Commons he regretted having done so, 
believing that he could have made an 
adequate reply to the speeches in the 
Prayer-book . debate, which, “if com- 
petently answered, ought not to have in- 
fluenced a schoolboys’ debating society.” 

When a Press Association representa- 
tive showed Sir William the letter, and 
asked for his comments, he made the 
following reply: “I have read the letter 
of my colleague, Lord Birkenhead, which 
appearel in The Times. A statement so 
different in tone from the lofty speech 
of the Prime Minister and so devoid of 
real appreciation of the religious basis of 
the controversy requires no comment from 
me.” 


MORE MILLIONAIRES 


SIR H. PAGE-CROFT’S VIEW. 
A plea for more millionaires was made 
by Brigadier-General Sir Henry Page- 
Croft, M.P., when speaking te Glasgow 
business men yesterday. 
Remarking that he was not an enemy of 
wealth, Sir Henry said: “I thank Heaven 
for our great industrialists who succeeded 
in creating new industries in this country. 
I would like to see the number of 
millionaires doubled, trebled, and multi- 
plied by ten, for two reasons: 

‘‘ Firstly, a millionaire pays far more 
than his fair share of taxation, and to that 
extent relieves me. (Laughter.) Secondly, 
a man who can create a great fortune out 
of a British industry is paying large sums 
in wages, year by year, to British 
workers.” 

Sir Henry said that he did object, how- 
ever, to wealth which was amassed by im- 
porting foreign goods to the destruction of 
British industry, and the detriment of 
British workers. At the present moment 
the Empire trade was saving Britain from 
disaster. 


MUSSOLINI’'S GIFT TO 
BRITAIN, 


THE WORKS OF AN ITALIAN 
POET. 

The Italian Ambassador, 
Della Torretta, “ath Count Antonio 
Cippicgo, yesterday formally presented to 
the British Government the first copy of 
a special edition of the works of Ugo 
Foscolo, the Italian poet. 

Lord Eustace Percy, President of the 
Board of Education, received the book, 
which contains a specially printed leaf, 
bearing the following message, signed by 
Signor Mussolini: “ To England, hospit- 
able exile and first burying place of Ugo 
Foscolo, the head of the Italian Govern- 
ment has presented this. book on the 
centenary of the death of the Italian 
poet, as a mark of gratitude, and as a 
token of the lasting spiritual fellow- 
feeling of the two nations.” 

The book is to be placed in the British 
Museum.

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WRECK OF THE 
PEARL. 
FOUNDERS ON CO. 
| CORK COAST, 
CRIES FOR HELP 


HEARD BY MEN ON

The schooner, Pearl of Gloucester, ran 
on the rocks at Garrettstown, about 
seven miles south of Kinsale, on 
Monday night, and although members 
of the coast life-saving service 
managed to fire two rockets over her, 
and secured two lines of communica- 
tion, no member of the crew got 
ashore. So far no bodies have been 
recovered. 


STORY OF WRECK. 
—-—-F—: -- 
CRIES FOR HELP HEARD 
FROM CLIFFS. 


From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Tuesday Night. 

The schooner, the Pearl of Gloucester, 
foundered off the Garrettstown Strand, six 
miles from Kinsale, County Cork, last 
night. At a late hour this evening no 
bodies had been recovered. 

It was within fifty yards of the beach 
and within sight of more than three 
hundred people, who were unable - to 
render. assistance owing to the gale and 
blinding sleet and rain, that the ship 
foundered. 

Shortly after seven o'clock last evening 
distress signals from a vessel about a 
quarter of a mile from the shore attracted 
the attention of residents iear Garretts- 
town Strand. When the Civic Guards 
arrived from Ballinspittle Barrack head- 
lights from motor cars were played on the 
schooner, and it was ascertained that .she 
was sinking rapidly. In the meantime 
messengers had been despatched to the 
Garrettstown life-saving ‘station, and, 
although two rockets were fired, both of 
which, it is claimed, reached the Pearl, 
there was no reply. Soon afterwards the 
vessel was gs gó in on the rocks and 
wreckage was thrown upon the beach. 


EVE-WITNESSES’ STORY. 

Throughout the night the Civic Guards, 
under Superintendent McManus and Ser- 
geant McIntyre, assisted by numerous 
civilians, made a diligent search of the 
beach, but no indication of the vessel’s 
origin or destination could be found, 
When I arrived at Garrettstown this after- 
noon the gale was blowing with unabated 
fury across the little cove, and scores of 
men, who had been up all night, were 
still keeping vigil on the strand in the 
hope of being able to assist in the rescue 
of survivors. No trace, however, of any 
of the crew could be discovered. The 
suggestion was made by Sergeant McIntyre 
that the master of the vessel and the 
members of -his crew might. have 
taken to their boat before the 
schooner foundered. Eye-witnesses declare, 
however, that no’ boat left the Pearl. 
They affirm that cries for help were heard 
from the sinking vessel, and that in the 
beams of light from the Old Head of 
Kinsale Lighthouse at least four figures 
were seen clinging to the mast. : 

Miss M. Allendale, who was on the 
cliffs shortly after the distress signals were 
observed, states that beyond all shadow of 
doubt she distinctly heard voices from the 
vessel, In company with a number. of 
others she was standing on the cliffs at the 
point nearest the Peal. Some of her 
companions carried hurricane lamps and 
other lights. They were forced by the 
fury of the gale to seek shelter in an ad- 
jacent cottage. Some of the party are 
stated to have heard shouts from the ship. 
The men were understood to plead for the 
lamps to be again shown, but their cries 
ceased, according to Miss Allendale, 
shortly after the firing of the second 
rocket and immediately before the snap- 
ping of the mast. 


CERTIFICATE FOUND. 

To-day Miss Allendale picked up on the 
beach a master mariner’s certificate issued 
on the 15th April, 1918, which. she placed 
in my keeping. It was almost indecipher- 
able, owing to the effects of the water, but 
the name of ‘Ernest Gordon, Master 
Mariner,” could be made out. His per- 
manent address was given as Old Winder- 
Brook, near Haverford-west. The certifi- 
cate, which was issued in the Welsh 
region, was No. X 996, Serial No. 9 T. 

A private letter addressed to “ Captain 
Gordon, Runcorn, Cheshire,’’ was also 
washed ashore to-day. 

Cries for help are stated to have been 
‘heard from a man on the rocks at the foot 
of the cliff. It was following these that 
Guard Cahill had a remarkable escape 
from death. He made a heroic attempt to 
climb out towards the spot whence the cries 
were stated to be coming, and was cut off 
from the shore by the fast rushing tide. A 
huge breaker threw him forward against 
the rocks and knocked him unconscious. 

“The last thing I remember,’’ he said 
to me this afternoon, “was making an 
effort to cling to the rock, but apparently 
I was washed ashore by the next big 
wave. 

It was some hours later when he re- 
covered consciousness. He is suffering 
from severe cuts about the face and also 
from body bruises. 


SERGEANT INTERVIEWED. 


Sergeant McIntyre, in an interview, said 
that he had a lamp issued by the 
authorities which would throw a light 
about two hundred yards. This he flashed 
out. to sea, and was enabled to view the 
vessel distinctly. 

“I could: see nothing at all on it,” he 
declared, “and I believe there was not a 
soul on board when the rockets were 
fired.” 

“I thought I saw some men on the 
masts,” he added, “but, I do not believe 
now that I really saw them. I believe 
that it was deserted at the time and that 
there was not a soul on board, I kept 
flashing the lamp the whole time I 
searched for bodies without avail until 4 
a.m., and from 8 a.m., when it cot bright. 

‘The sea was running mountains high, 
and a sleet storm was raging. The wreck 
shifted about 7 o’clock in the morning, 
and from that time on it was being 
gradually swept on to the beach. I believe 
she had no cargo—she was quite light— 
and I suppose she carried probably only 
what she wanted for the journey. 

Superintendent McManus said that he 
heard no cries from the wreck and he did 
not see any sign of life on.the Pearl. 

Mr, Jeremiah O’Sullivan, who fired the 
two rockets to the distressed vessel, said that 
when he arrived with his life-saving crew the 
schooner was about, 100 yards off the: shore. 
“I fired á rocket at her,” he told me, 
“which reached just on the quarter deck, 
and, as far as I could see, it was taken by. 
the crew and held aboard. : 

“I sent my men to go out along the rocks 
for fear the line would become entangled, 
and the whole lót of them went down. After 
that we.tried if we could get any signal from. 
the ship, as there was no light showing on 


it. Tonly saw the hull, and had to use my 
judgment.as to the direction when firing.” 


THE MAST BREAKS. 

Fearing that the crew-had failed to grasp 
the first: rocket, Mr. O'Sullivan then fired a 
second, which also reached the quarter deck, 
but no apparent effort was made to utilise 
this either, and shortly afterwards the crash- 
ing of the mast was heard.

DUKE OF ABERCORN 
MAY RETIRE. 


PREMIER MENTIONED 
AS SUCCESSOR.

The retirement-of Mr. T. M. Healy from 
the Governor-Generalship of the Irish 
Free State has caused some speculation re- 
garding the retirement of the Governor of 
Northern Ireland. 

Under the Government of Ireland Act 
(1920), the Lord Lieutenant, who was to 
be over both the Northern and Southern 
Parliaments, was to be appointed for six 
years. The fact that the Southern Parlia- 
ment contemplated by that Act did not 
function caused certain changes to be 
made in regard to the appointment of a 
Governor of Northern Ireland. It is gene- 
rally believed that the Duke of Abercorn 
is anxious to relinquish the duties oi 
Governor next year. 

It is an open secret that the Prince of 
Wales may visit Northern [Ireland next 
May to lay the foundation stone of the 
new Parliament House at Stormont. The 
Duke of Abercorn may be induced to re- 
main as Governor until after this event. 

It has been frequently rumoured, and 
as frequently denied, that Viscount Craig- 
avon intends to resign from the Premuier- 
ship of Northern Ireland at an early date. 
While the majority of the electors in 
Northern Ireland would regret exceedingly 
Lord Craigavon’s resignation they would 
be more easily reconciled to his desire to 
seek a-less onerous position, if he could 
be induced to accept the Governorship 
when it becomes vacant. In this capacity 
his sound judgment and ripe experience 
stil’ would be available in the develop- 
ment of the Six Counties. 


DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 


The problem of finding a successor to 
‘Viscount Craigavon, as head of the Ad- 
ministration, would be a difficult one. 
The names of Lord Londonderry, Mr. H. 
M. Pollock, Minister of Finance, and Mr. 
J. M. Andrews, Minister of Labour, have 
been suggested at various times. 

Lord Londonderry has not increased his 
popularity among the Unionists in 
Northern Ireland by voting in the House 
of Lords for the Revised Prayer-book; 
while Lady Londonderry’s rebuke to the 
Northern. members in the Imperial Par- 
liament for voting against the acceptance 
of the Book has caused resentment 
among Unionists in the North, who in 
this matter almost unanimously approve 
of the action of their parliamentary re- 
presentatives. 

Mr. Pollock, who has rendered con- 
spicuous service to Northern Ireland as 
Minister of Finance, would be an admir- 
able successor to Viscount Craigavon if he 
could be induced to undertake the heavy 
responsibilities of the Premiership. 
Should he not be willing to accept the 
post, the next choice almost certainly 
would be Mr. Andrews, who, as Minister 
of Labour throughout a trying and diff- 
cult period, has shown tact, skill, firm- 
ness and a kindly consideration and 
sympathy for those who. come under the 
Unemployment Insurance Acts. ‘The re- 
insurance arrangenient which he was 
able to effect with the British, Unemploy- 
ment Fund was a good stroke of business, 
the full advantages of which have not 
yet been fully realised. At any rate, it 
has enabled Northern Ireland to maintain 
the same standard of social services as 
Great Britain. 


MR. ART: O'CONNOH. 
“PRESIDENT OF REPUBLIC” 
TO RESIGN.

I am able to state that Mr. Art 
O'Connor is about to resign the ofhce of 
“ President of the Irish Republic,’” and 
that an official announcement on the sub- 
ject is likely to be made this week: 

Mr. de Valera was regarded by the 
members of Sinn Fein as “' President of 
the Republic ” from 1918 until March, 
1926, when he resigned from the organt- 
sation to form the Fianna Fail Party. 


Mr. Art O'Connor, sometime “ Minister 
of Agrictlture’’ m the “ Republican 
Cabinet,” was nominated as his successor. 

Some comment was aroused recently by 
the fact that Mr. O’Connor’s name was 
not mentioned in the report of the pro- 
ceedings at the Sinn Fein Ard Fheis. -1 
have been told that the reason for this 
was.that, as “ President of the Republic,”’ 
he must be assumed to be above party 
politics, at least to the extent of being 
excused attendance at the annual delegate 
meetings of the organisation which placed 
him in office. 

A couple of weeks ago Mr. O’Connor 
took the degree of LL.D. at Dublin 
University, whence he graduated as a 
Bachelor of Engineering in 1911. He is 
desirous now, I am told, of engaging at 
once in the practice of law. The ques- 
tion of finding a successor to Mr. 
O’Connor will, no doubt, be considered by 
the Sinn Fein Executive at an early date.

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THE. JRAQ TREATY. 


AN OMEETED ARTICLE.

In a leading article upon the latest Treaty 
between Great Britain and Irag, which was 
formally laid before Parliament, Zhe Times 
observes :—There one omission’ in the 
Treaty which may be criticised in certain 
quarters. By an Article of the Treaty of 
1922, the Iraq Government bound itself to 
refrain from any ebstruction of missionary 
enterprise, provided that-it-was- not prejudi- 
cial to public order and good government. 
This Article not reappear, and its 
absence may. arouse misgivings. On the other 
hand, the attitude of the Baghdad Govern- 
ment. has been tolerant. 

The Government is believed to have given 
assurances that missionaries will suffer no 
obstruction on their lawful occasions, and 
it is most improbable that it will follow the 
precedents set by the Wahabis and the 
Turks. Otherwise the new Treaty follows 
the same lines as its predecessors, and, while 
explicitly recognising that the terms of earlier 
treaties of alliance are no longer appropriate, 
it does not materially alter the existing re- 
Jations between London and Baghdad. On 
this account it will not enliven the diminish- 
ing number of pessimists’ who still demand 
the abandoriment by the British Govern- 
ment of its responsibilities to its Allies, and 
to the League. Thero is no reason, of course, 
why the advocates of the  repudia- 
tion of our national obligations should 
be humoured. On the other hand, the 
emphatic recognition of the sovereign inde- 
pendence of Iraq may be of value in the 
future, both in preventing misunderstandings 
and in discouraging. those who may hope to 
convert a temporary mandatory relation into 
a formal protectorate. 

Now that there is a strong probability 
that petroleum will be found in large 
quantities in Iraq some of the advocates of a 
policy of scuttle from a. country where not 
a barrel of oil had yet been-extracted, may be 
tempted, as may be some of their opponents, 
to advocate the contrary and = equally 
dangerous policy of extending our large re 
sponsibilities in the Middle East.

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LIGHTING OF WEXFORD. 
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CORPORATION AND THE 
ELECTRICITY BOARD. 


At ithe meeting of the Wexford Corporation 
Alderman R. Corish, T.D., Mayor, stated 
that for some time past they had been con- 
sidering the question ot supplying electricity 
for private consumption in the town. They 
were anxious to know when current from the 
Shannon scheme would be available. They 
succeeded in having a conference with the 
Electricity Board.

Having dealt with the imadequacy of the 
existing plant to supply current to private 
consumers, and pointed out that a saving of 
7d. or 8d. in the £ in the rates would be 
effected, he urged the Corporation to agree 
to the proposal to hand over the hghting of 
the town to the Electricity Board. He 
believed that the Corporation would also be 
able to make a good case for compensation. 

The Corporation decided unanimously to 
act on the Mayor's :suggestion that the 
lighting of the town be handed over to the 
Board, and that representation be also made

BRITISH FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 


. DISCUSSION IN 
NO SHORT CUT 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


i WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

The House of Commons discussed agriculture 
this evening, on a motion by the Liberal 
Party calling the attention of the Govern- 
ment. to the grave position in which agricul- 
ture was placed by the present depression, 
and deploring the failure of the Government 
to do anything effective towards helping to 
restore the industry, as the essential helene: 
ing elemefAt in the economic and social life of 
the country. SF | 

It was expected that Mr. Lloyd George 
would lead off, but it was Sir Archibald Sin- 
clair who rose iu his place at the end of 
questions, and expounded the Liberal views 
on this important subject. The hoi. member 
spoke, for an hour and a quarter, and there 
were few aspects of the industry he did not 
manage to touch upon in that time. The 
gravamen of his charge against the Govern- 
ment was that their invincible optimism led 
them to shut their eyes to the real truth 
and decline to recognise facts. The Minister 
of ane himself, Sir Archibald said, 
was the victim of the insidious and paralysing 
disease of complacency, and the result was 
that agriculture was going from bad to worse. 
There were 400,000 fewer workers on the 
land than was the case fifty years ago; 
farmers were giving up, and landlords were 
finding it impossible to let, 

ELEVEN SUGGESTIONS. 

Referring to the ‘‘now notorious’’ White 
Paper issued by the Government, the hon. 
member said that there was little wonder that 
it was greeted by incredulous derision by all 
who had studied the question. Even organs 
of the Conservative Press had pronounced 
against it. In that paper eleven suggestions 
were made, but seven of them were points 
of administration which the Government had 
inherited from its predecessors. The other 
proposals included credit schemes, land 
drainage, merchandise works, and the im- 
provement of rural cottages. _In the very 
forefront of their policy the Government had 
placed agricultural credits. That was two 
vears ago, and the country was still awaiting 
legislation. 

The farmers, so far from being grateful for 
the Merchandise Marks Act, were protesting 
against it as an Act of absolute futility 
The rural cottage scheme was killed 
by the heavy burdens it placed upon 
the ratepayers. Only the fringe of the land 
drainage question had so far been touched, 
He was far from asserting that the Govern- 
ment had not been prolific in regard to 
reports, White Papers, and so on. These had 
fallen upon them thick as the leaves of 
Vallambrosa. There had been no action, 
however, except in regard to sugar beet, the 
only branch of the industry which the Govern- 
ment had pursued with vigour. The country 
had got very little out of it, 

What a difference there’ might have been 
had the Government devoted half of the ten 
millions epent on sugar beet ‘ta land settle- 
ment, two millions in scientific research, and 
three millions in advances to farmers. Such 
a step might well have changed the country- 


side. 
SMALL HOLDINGS. 

Sir Archibald considered that it was by 
smal! holdinge that the best results from the 
land would be obtained. There were, he 
believed, 10,000 unsatisfied applicants. for 
holdings in Scotland and at least 16,000 «<n 
England. It was in regard to this smal, 
holding policy that the Government had, ‘he’ 
said, failed utterly. Instead of accelerating 
the process, they had slowed it down, They 
had not fulfilled their pledges to ex-Service 
men, and they had flouted the recommenda- 
tions of their own tribunal. 

He appealed to all members interested in 
agriculture to shake the Government out of 
their complacency, and give “a lead to the 
country. 
Sir T. Davies moved an amendment to the 
resolution, the effect of which was to declare 
that ie present depression could not he 
remedied by any Government action based on 
economic principles, and that the best course 
to pursue was to apply such measures as 
would promote stability d_ continuity, and 
assiet the industry to adapt itself to modern 
needs and conditions. i 
He declared that the mover of the original 
motion had said nothing in the course of his 
long speech which could be considered 
practical. On the whole, he did not consider 
that agriculture had much to thank the 
Liberal Party for. Personally, he was doubt 
ful whether anything short of subsidy or 
protection would save the industry. A form 
of subsidy could be given by relieving agr- 
cultural land of rates, and by increasing 
grants from the Road Fund for the main- 
tenance of the roads. 

MINISTER'S DEFENCE. 

Mr. W. Guinness, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that the Government differed from both 
sections of the Opposition, not only as to 
remedies, but as to causes. The Government, 
believed that the best system was for a 
farmer to hold his land under a good land- 
lord. Where a change had to take place 
under. pressure of taxation they wanted to 
give the tenant a chance to become an octupy- 
ing owner, They proposed to facilitate that 
change by bringing in a scheme of long term 
eredits next session, not to uproot the exist- 
ing system, but to enable it to be adapted 
where necessary to occu ying ownership. 

He denied that in the Prime Minister's 

tion address or at any other time had 
there been a promise made to assist agricul- 
ture by direct State action. That was quite 
impracticable, but they had given such help 
as lay in their power consistent with their 
pledges and the financial circumstances of the 
times. 

"The yield of our crops,”’ he said, ‘‘ com- 
pared favourably with the yield in other 
countries, although our production had been 
often carried on at a loss. The farmer has 


driven from one position to another he has 
changed his mode of cultivation, but has not 
let it down. It is true that as compared 
with 1913 we are 6.8 per cent. down on 
arable area, and that land under wheat is 
5.8 per cent, down. 

But the farmer, he added, had developed 
fruit growing, market gardening, and the live. 
stock industry. Cattle had increased nearly 


put up a most gallant fight, and though 
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10 per cent., the increase in pigs was nearly 
50 per cent., potatoes 16 per cent., and poul- 
try 34 per cent. There was depression also 
in cther countries. In the United States 
the populatian living on the farms had fallen 
from 62 millions in 1910 to 28 millions in 
li and in comparison the British expe- 
riente was very favourable. 


WELL MAINTAINED. 

Between 1911 and the post-war census the 
agricultural workers had declined by 44,000, 
but that was set off by an increase of 42,000 
in the number of farmers and small-holders. 
lt was very remarkable in view of the ex. 
perience in other countries that they should 
have been able to retain their population on 
the land as well as they had. 

A good many people believed that. they 
could assure improved conditions to agricul- 
ture by the method of protection. The Go- 
vernment did not believe that that method 
would either be sufficient or suitable. ‘We 
think that agricultural conditions are en- 
tirely different from the conditions in manu. 
facturing industries. If manufacturers can 
be assured a market they can lower costs by 
increasing the scale of production. i 

‘Safeguarding without raising prices 
would be absolutely useless to the farmer, 
and at present we consider that any such 
method is absolutely out of the question.’’ 

Mr, Noel Buxton, who was Minister for 
Agriculture in the Labour Government, sup- 
ported the motion moved from the Liberal 
benches. Commenting upen the attitude of 
some of the supporters of the Government 
representing agricultural constituencies, he 
said that he had an idea that they ,more 
deeply deplored the failure of their leaders 
to do anything for the industry than did the 
Liberals themselves. They were willing to 
wound, but were afraid to strike. 

The fact was that the Government were 
fiddling while Rome was burning, leaving the 
farmers in a deplorable condition. What the 
farmer suffered from was lack of capital and, 
so far as he understood, the liberal proposals 
that had not been provided for. In his view 
the only real remedy for the existing state of 
things was State ownership of the land. 

There was a maiden speech from the new 
member for Canterbury, Sir W. Wayland, 
whose sole regret was that it was not possible 
a. present to apply protection to the farmer. 
British farmers, he said, could not prosper 
whilst the country was 'made the dumping 
ground for the whole world; whether it was 
wheat, oats, barley, butter or cheese. 

MR. LLOYD GEORGE. 

Mr. Lloyd George, who did not rise to 
speak until after ten o'clock; speedily found 
himself in a wordy and rather heated argu- 
ment with the Ministér of Agriculture. Mr. 
Guinness, he said, thad criticised the Green 
Book, but he made it quite clear that he had 
never read anything in the book except a 
assage that had been marked for him. The 
louse had been. told that the Green Book 
attacked the landlords. 

Mr. Guinness interrupted to say that Mr. 
Lloyd George's capacity for attacking the 
landlords was well known. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Lloyd George challenged Mr. Guinness 
to produce a single passage he had ever 
delivered in or outside the Reuse or a single 
letter in which he had denounced the land. 
lords as rapactous, In his Limehouse speech 
he was referring to the slum landlords, and 
he stood by.what he said in regard to them. 

Mr. Guinness asked Mr, Tloyd George 
whether he remembered the speech he made 
on the occasion. of the original Agricultural 
Relief Act, when he attacked the Minister 
responsible, and said that he was introducing 
the bill entirely in his own interest and for 
his own purpose. 

There were Ministerial cheers and consider- 
able uproar from the other side of the House 
as Mr. Guinness endeawoured to read a quota- 
tion from a speech made by! Mr. Lloyd George 
on the occasion, in which the phrases “ pro- 
fessional begaará ' and “stalwart rufBans '' 
occurred. 

Mr. Lloyd George asked the member to 
withdraw or apologise. “The right hon. 
gentleman had quoted from a speech delivered 
thirty-one years ago in respect of a particular 
proposition, when I pointed out that tho 
relief which was given went directly into 
the pockets of the landlords and so 
it. did,’’ (Cries of “‘No,”’ and uproar.) 
That was not the proposition he was 
answering now, The proposition he was now 
answering was that he had denounced rural 
landlords as a rapacious class who ought 
to be abolished. Could the right hon. gentle- 
man point to a single sentence in the book 
where he said so, 


A QUOTATION, 

Mr. Guinnegs (quoting)—‘ After bleeding 
the farmers of every drop of blood the land. 
lords are now \seeking to bleed the tax- 
payers.’’ (Ministerial cheers.) 

Mr. Lloyd George repeated that the speech 
of thirty-one ra ago was in respect of a 
proposal which. he vegarded as a Íandlord's 
endowment. He had never accused landlords 
of being a rapacious class, but the accusation 
was, no doubt, the Minister's. stvie of 
controversy, : 

Proceeding, he said that the statement with 
regard to the Green Book was ‘absolutely 
inaccurate, and so was the statement that 
the Liberal Party were prepared to instruct 
farmers how they were to cultivate their lend. 
The -uf{most-they said was ‘that “the land 
should be well c*ltivated—a condition which 
was insisted upon in. connection with Crown 
lands and great. estates. 

When Mr. Lloyd George proceeded to say 
that he would deal with the actual instructive 
proposals of the Government there were 
Ministerial cheers. ‘‘I have no doubt,’’ said 
Mr. Lloyd George, “that those cheers are 
cheers of derision, and I join with them.”’ 
\Laughter.) 

A Conservative member asked Mr. Lloyd 
George if he wanted a subsidy. 

Mr. Lloyd George—A grant, certainly, 
though I am not frightened by a name. 

In the right hon. gentleman’s concluding 
sentence, he declared that the Government 
had ” policy and no parpose. (Opposition 
cCneers, 

The Liberal Party 's motion on a division 
was defeated by 258 votes to 107, and the 
Amendment moved by Sir T. Davies was 
agreed to. 
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SURPRISE FOR MUMMERS. 
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MARCHED FIVE MILES BY 
POLICE, 

A novel sight was witnessed in Dundalk on 
Monday night, when a Civic Guard and a de 
tective were observed marching. before them 
a party of seven men, all of whom wore masks, 
carried big sticks, had their coats turned in- 
side out, and wore wisps of straw round their 
trousers. The men had been arrested at 
Philipstown Cross, five miles from the town. 

A number of the Civic Guard had been on 
special duty on all the roads leading to the 
town, to protect dealers and others who were 
known to have large sums of money returning 
home from the market in Dundalk on Monday. 
Four dealers were going towards Castle- 
blayney, and a short distance behind them 
aid a Guard and a detective. As they 
approached Philipstown Cross the police saw 
a numbe. of masked men standing on the 
roadside, and at once dismounted, called on 
the men to put their hands up, and marched 
them back to Bridge street Station, Dundalk. 

Here the men explained that they had not 
been abroad for any unlawful purpose, but 
were a party of mummers who serenade 
farmers at the Christmas season, and sing and 


ings. In corroboration of their story they 
produced a melodeon, and stated that they 
were waiting-on the roadside for another mem- 
ber of the party.

the Rhymney Valley last night, and the 
electric wires were so affected that the town 
of Rhymney was thrown into complete 
darkness. 

At Bargoed, Caerphilly and other places 
in the Rhymney Valley motor ‘buses and 
trade vans were unable to proceed to New- 
port, Cardiff and other towns. 

The roads were so ‘slippery and 
‘dangerous that people took hours to reach 
their homes from places of business and 
entertainment. No serious personal 
injuries were, however, reported. 


EAST SCOTLAND SNOWSTORM. 

A snowstorm raged for several hours yes- 
terday morning in the East of Scotland, 
but during the remainder of the day the 
conditions were more favourable. 

Several hill roads were re-opened yester- 
day, but numerous districts are stil] cut off 
from communication. There were from 12 
to 21 degrees of frost this afternoon. 

The severity of the weather and the 
difficulty in finding food has caused foxes 
in Berwickshire to become daring, and 
numerous poultry yards have been raided 
by them. A party of gunmen during the 
last day or two shot four foxes. 


FROST CAUSES EXPLOSION. 

Severe frost was responsible for a serious 
accident at Swansea. In a Corporation 
house at Mayhill, occupied by a family 
named Grey, a child noticed steam coming 
from: a kitchen cupboard that contained 
& cylinder attached to the hot-water 
apparatus, and a few minutes later there 
was a loud explosion which wrecked the 
room and blew out the windows. 

Boiling water was blown over the room, 
and Mrs. Grey had her leg scalded, while 
a dog’s back was so badly scalded that it 
had to be destroyed. The water feeding 
the boiler had become frozen. 

At a Kingswood (Bristol) boot factory 
an employé was attending to a fire used 
for heating water for the pipes which run 
through the building when a sudden ex- 

losion occurred. One of the pipes burst 
and William Golding received severe 
scalds. 

Some ducks owned by Mr. J. McCormack, 
of Ferndale, Glamorgan, were found frozen 
to the ground. One was frozen so hard 
to a piece of iron that Mr. McCormack 
had to place the duck and the iron before 
a fire to separate them. 


BRITAIN'S FASTEST RIVER FROZYN, 

The Spey, the great salmon river, and the 
fastest flowing river in the British Isles, is 
froezn from bank ‘to bank on stretches in the 
whiskey ' distillery district of Rothes and 
Craigellachie. 

This is the first time in living memory that 
the Royal Spey has been frozen over. 

More distilleries are here than in any other 
district in Scotland. 


AMATEUR ICE SKATING 
CHAMPIONSHIPS, 


FROST STOPS RACING AND 
HUNTING, 

If the frost continues, ice racing will be 
held on Friday and Saturday. The one 
mile amateur championship of the 
National Skating Association has been 
fixed for Friday and Saturday at Ruislip, 
and on Saturday the 440 yards and 220 
fards amateur championships of Great 
Britain will be decided there. Kntries will 
be accepted at the start of the races. 

From Spalding,. South Lincolnshire, 
comes the report that the fen skating 
associations have made arrangements for 
skating matches in various parts of the 
district should the severe frost continue. 

Golf is frozen out at Wentworth, and 
skating was taking place on the links of 
the club at Virginia Water last evening. 
There are three lakes on the course, and 
there was skating on good ice on all of 
them. 

ILLUMINATIONS AND DANCES. 

These ponds are illuminated at night, 
and it is proposed to hold dancing on 
skates during thé week-end if the frost 
lasts. The lake at Virginia Water, which 
is about two miles by half-a-mile in extent, 
is also frozen over, and skating is general. 

The big lake in Trentham Park, formerly 
the Staffordshire seat of the Dukes of 
Sutherland, is being illuminated at night 
for skating. 

All the Glasgow city ponds are frozen 
over, and skating is in full swing. Care 
is being taken to exclude deep lochs from 
the facilities available to skaters. Curling 
hag started in many parts. 

The Birmingham Corporation parks were 
te-opened for skaters from 6 to 10 p.m, 
yesterday. 

Sheffield skate manufacturers are busy. 
During the past few days the firms have 
been working at high pressure to cope with 
the demand for skates. 

There is a very fine stretch of ice about 
half a mile long on the broad water near 
Weybridge and Oatlands Park, Surrey. 
Skating was in full swing. 


FOX-HUNTING STOPPED. 

Fox-hunting is still impossible in the 
Vale of Aylesbury, Buckinghamshire, and 
the meet of the Whaddon Chase Hounds 
at Hulcott had to be cancelled. 

All. hunting has been cancelled in the 
Cheshire district. In some places near 
Wilmslow the ice is four inches thick. 
All outside farm work has been suspended, 
farmers declaring that this is the coldest 
winter for 20 years.

The explanations given were in answer to 
complaints and questions made by members 
of my Society. distinctly stated that the 
Royal Dublin  Societ had treated us 
generously, and had refunded a sum of £38, 
expended on the show (over and above the 
sum agreed on), which could be legitimately 
charged against the show. Further, I said 
that the average loss on the three shows was 
fifty pounds for each, the heaviest loss being 
£72 on the Winter Fruit Show. My Council

The stormiest districts of the British Isles 
were the central portions of the West Coasts 
of Scotland and Ireland. Other very disturbed 
areas include the English Lake . District, the 
Severn Valley, South-West Yorkshire, and 
parts of Sussex and Surrey: There were no 
storms in many parts of the. East Midland and 
Northern Counties of England. 

This investigation is being continued during 
the present winter, and J shall be very grate- 
ful for records of any thunder or lhghtning 
which may be observed by readers of the 
Irish Times before April lst, 1928.

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MANCHESTER’S DEADLY 
ATMOSPHERE. 
a 
EXCESSIVE MORTALITY FROM 
BRONCHITIS. 

“ Until we can remove the foulness from 
our atmosphere, we cannot hope for much 
reduction of bronchitis and other respiratory 
diseases,’ says Dr. H. Osborne, Medical 
Officer of Health for Salford, in his annual 

report, issued yesterday. 

A table in the report shows the average 
death-rate per million from bronchitis in 
England and Wales as 939, and in Greater 
London as 889. In Manchester the rate is 
1.534, and in Salford 1,572. Worst of all, 
it is stated, is Oldham, with a figure of -1,688. 

The bronchitis death-rate for the Man- 
chester group of towns (says Dr. Osborne) is 
remarkably and consistently high, being in 
every case over 50 per cent. greater than that 
of the country as a whole, and standing out 
in marked contrast with such areas as Bir- 
mingham, Leicester, Bristol, Bournemouth 
and Eastbourne. 

‘WORST ATMOSPHERE IN THE 
WORLD.” 

“ The Manchester and Salford climate, by 
reason of its dampness, rawness, and absence 
of sunshine, is about ‘the worst in the coun- 
try, added to which we have a smoke 
pollution that is notorious. A prominent 
Manchester architect recently said that Man- 
Ghester has the worst atmosphere in the 
world, . Iron will not withstand it, and in 
three years a new building is not fit to be 
seen, It is heartrending. 

“It jis the domestic, . tarry smoke that 
tharks pavements and buildings that is also se 
detrimental to our respiratory organs. Com- 
pared with domestic smoke, factory smoke 
has a large proportion of inorganic ash, and 
contains hardly any ‘tar at all. The lower 
the temperature of a fire, the more injurious 
the substances which are given off in coal 
smoke. Thus the worst nuisance arises when 
domestic fires are banked up with slack—a 
custom that is common in these parts. 

3,000 TONS OF DIRT PER YEAR. 

“I have estimated.’’ Dr. Osborne states, 
‘‘fhat over Salford alone 3,000 tons of dirt 
are annually deposited from the atmosphere, 
and this dirt contains a large proportion of 
tar and sulphuric acid.” Dealing with the 
remedy, the doctor says:—‘‘If we are to 
retain our open fires, it is imperative that, 
first of all, a smokeless substitute for coal be 
found. Even now such substitates are avail- 
able in limited amount, but, although the 
supplies of smokeless substitutes are at pre- 
sent limited, they are not utilised to any- 
thing like the extent that they might be.”

Everybody knew perfectly well, he said, 
that this was a case of murder, though accor. 
panied by robbery; and the judge, in sum- 
ming up the evidence, told the jury that this
